We are at present in ‘Hickodadi Harbour, 
drawn up in two lin s. The weather. tine’ con. 
sist of the Jmpérieuse, Cordelia, Satellite, 
Hyacinth, Swift and Porpoise The lee line 
contains the’ Conguest, Leander, Wanderer, 
and Szwi/t ‘ Get 
. The Alacrity, which only arrived last Situr- 
day, accupies a convenient position between the 
two lines. Hakodadi is'not the place in which 
‘to spend a happy day.’ The weather at this 
time of the year is, ofcourse, all that could he 
desired, ‘But, as for the place itself, it reeks of 
cured fish, and there .is ‘hardly anything. to be 
donc. Tobegin with, many of the ships ‘ie, to use 
a mild exipgeration, ‘a day’s jaurney "from the 
shore. The natural impulse of most of us is to get 
away ftom the ‘ship atthe earliest opportunity. 
Consrquently,-the naval officer faces the sto my | 
clements inan open sailing hoat, and gets his shore 
going (ogs uncomfortably wet. But when he steps 
outon thelanding place, he begins to wonder’ why 
he came, and to: wish he hadn't, -He calculates 
the time that musticlapse before the: returning 
boat leaves the shore, and speculates ns to what 
he can possibly do with himself in the mean- 
while. Shooting is forbidden him, and fishing 
is too far off. . There is no club, no billiard room, 
no howling alley, no tennis court, no library, 
and last,.but ‘not Jeast, no residents who can 
take bim out of himself by talking ofother things 
than masts and yards, The only Europeans he 
will mect-are his own brother cfficers, and, rhen, 
of course, the talk is: bourd to be pr-fessianal, 
Most ofus wish thé summer cruise had never been 
invented.
